ference. “ If it is no t cleared up I will 
resig n.” 
Kissing er, his ey es g listening with 
tears, claimed that leaks to the news 
media 
defam ed 
his 
ho no r 
and 
reputatio n. 
“ It is no t po ssible to co nduct natio nal 
po licy under this so rt o f attack,” he 
said in deliv ering his threat to quit. 
The No bel Prize-winning diplo mat, 
ag ain deny ing he o rdered wiretaps o n 
his subo rdinates, called upo n 
the 
Senate Fo reig n Relatio ns Co mmittee 
to reo pen its hearing s to inv estig ate 
the co ntro v ersy . 
Kissing er is here en ro ute with 
President Nix o n to the Middle East. It 
was there earlier this mo nth that 
Kissing er, wo rking as a mediato r, 
helped bring abo ut the Israeli-Sy rian 
military diseng ag ement pact that has 
cleared the 
way 
fo r a 
full-scale 
Mideast peace co nference in Genev a. 


At his news co nference, Kissing er was 
referring to 
alleg atio ns 
stemming 
fro m repo rts that he had o rdered 
wiretaps o n administratio n o fficials 
who had access to natio nal security 
do cuments that were leaked to the 
press. 
In his co nfirmatio n hearing s befo re 
the Senate Fo reig n Relatio ns Co m­ 
mittee Sept. 15-17 , Kissing er denied 
o rdering the taps. 
He said then he had pro v ided the 
names o f o fficials who had access to 
the do cuments, but had no t sug g ested 
the taps no r did he ev er o rder them 
used. 
He also said he had receiv ed o nly 
infrequent repo rts o f the taps and then 
o nly fo r 10 mo nths. This all to o k place 
when he was President Nix o n’s 
natio nal security adv iser. 
Tapes o f co nv ersatio ns between Nix o n 
and o ther o fficials recently heard in 
the Ho use J udiciary 
Co m m ittee 
suppo sedly quo ted the President as 
say ing Kissing er had initiated so me 
wiretaps. 
Kissing er to ld a news co nference last 
week the President must hav e been 
under so me “ misapprehensio n” o r the 
tape was unclear. 
Ho wev er, at that news co nference he 
chang ed his v ersio n slig htly by say ing 
he had nev er "directly ” o rdered any 
wiretaps.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ho use 
J udiciary Co m m ittee, driv ing to 
co mplete its impeachment inquiry by 
J uly 15, is resisting Republican mem­ 
bers’ demands that it decide no w 
whether to call key Waterg ate wit­ 
nesses. 
It also is refusing to g et into an 
arg ument with President Nix o n o v er 
its rig ht to subpo ena White Ho use 
tapes, ig no ring his latest rebuff and 
making plans to issue a new subpo ena. 
Chairman Peter W. Ro dino J r., D- 
N.J ., said after a meeting o f co m­ 
mittee Demo crats o n Mo nday that it 
was “ impo rtant and urg ent” that the 
co mmittee meet its J uly 15 deadline 
fo r reco m m ending to the Ho use 
whether Nix o n sho uld be impeached. 
If necessary , the Ho use leadership 
wants an impeachment v o te by the full 
Ho use in late J uly o r early Aug ust. 
The Demo cratic caucus fo llo wed a 
similar meeting o f the Republican 
members, who ag reed unanimo usly to 
send Ro dino a letter demanding the 
questio n abo ut witnesses be settled 
this week. 
Ro dino has insisted that the presen­ 
tatio n o f all do cumentary ev idence 
g athered in the inquiry be co mpleted 
first. 
The presentatio n, which co ntinues in 
clo sed sessio n to day , is due to end J une 
19 o r 20. 
As fo r witnesses, Ro dino has indicated 
the number the co mmittee is likely to 
call will be limited. 
Charles W. Co lso n, fo rmer White 
Ho use co unsel who has ag reed to 
testify in pending Waterg ate trials, is 
the o nly po tential witness in which the 
D em o crats seem interested. The 
co mmittee staff has been instructed to 
questio n him priv ately to determine 
what he has to say . 
In their letter, the 17 Republicans say 
o ther fo rmer White Ho use aides such 
as J o hn W. Dean III, H. R. Haldeman 
and J o hn D. Ehrlichman also sho uld be 
called. 
The Republicans said Nix o n’s refusal 
to co mply with the subpo enas fo r tapes 
and o ther ev idence makes it all the 
mo re impo rtant to call witnesses who 
mig ht be able to supply the same in­ 
fo rmatio n. 
Mo st o f the co mmittee’s 21 Demo crats 
believ e that ex cept fo r Co lso n the 
testimo ny o f all the o ther witnesses the 
Republicans want to call already has 
been g iv en in o ther co urt and co m­ 
mittee pro ceeding s. 
In rejecting the co mmittee’s fo urth 
subpo ena, Nix o n also rejected its 
co ntentio n that the po wer o f im­ 
peachment o v erro de any claim he 
co uld make to ex ecutiv e priv ileg e. 


“ I canno t accept such a do ctrine,” 
Nix o n said in a letter to Ro dino . “ No 
President co uld accept such a do c­ 
trine, which has nev er befo re been 
serio usly asserted.” 
Nix o n also said the co mmittee wo uld 
no t be able to co nclude fro m his refusal 
to co mply with the subpo enas that he 
was 
withho lding 
incrim inating 
ev idence—an inference the co mmittee 
has said it is prepared to draw. 
“ A claim o f priv ileg e which is v alid 
under the do ctrine o f separatio n o f 
po wers and is desig ned to pro tect the 
principle o f separatio n o f po wers must 
be accepted witho ut adv erse in­ 
ference, o r else the priv ileg e itself is 
undermined and the separatio n o f 
po wers nullified,” Nix o n said. 
The co mmittee, which sent Nix o n a 
letter after each prev io us refusal to 


co mply with a subpo ena, may no t do 
any thing this time, Ro dino said: “ The 
co mmittee’s po sitio n is clear.” 
Ro dino may call a business meeting o f 
the co mmittee fo r Thursday o r Friday . 
But instead o f taking up the questio n o f 
witnesses, he said he wo uld co nsider a 
request by special co unsel J o hn Do ar 
fo r a new subpo ena seeking tapes and 
o ther material dealing with the set­ 
tlement o f antitrust litig atio n ag ainst 
Internatio nal Telepho ne & Teleg raph 
Co rp. and a rise in the milk suppo rt 
price o rdered by Nix o n in 197 1. The 
co mmittee asked fo r the material a 
mo nth ag o .

WASHINGTON (A P) - The House 
Judiciary Committee, driving to 
complete its impeachment inquiry by 
July 15, is resisting Republican mem­ 
bers’ demands that it decide now 
whether to call key Watergate wit­ 
nesses. 
It also is refusing to get into an 
argument with President Nixon over 
its right to subpoena White House 
tapes, ignoring his latest rebuff and 
making plans to issue a new subpoena, 
('hairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., said after a meeting of com­ 
mittee Democrats on Monday that it 
was “ important and urgent” that the 
committee meet its July 15 deadline 
for recommending to the House 
whether Nixon should be impeached. 
If necessary, the House leadership 
wants an impeachment vote by the full 
House in late July or early August. 
The Democratic caucus followed a 
similar meeting of the Republican 
members, who agreed unanimously to 
send Rodino a letter demanding the 
question about witnesses be settled 
this week. 
Rodino has insisted that the presen­ 
tation of all documentary evidence 
gathered in the inquiry be completed 
first. 
The presentation, which continues in 
closed session today, is due to end June 
19 or 20. 
As for witnesses, Rodino has indicated 
the number the committee is likely to 
call will be limited. 
Charles W. Colson, former White 
House counsel who has agreed to 
testify in pending Watergate trials, is 
the only potential witness in which the 
Democrats seem interested. The 
committee staff has been instructed to 
question him privately to determine 
what he has to say. 
In their letter, the 17 Republicans say 
other former White House aides such 
as John W. Dean III, H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman also should be 
called. 
The Republicans said Nixon’s refusal 
to comply with the subpoenas for tapes 
and other evidence makes it all the 
more important to call witnesses who 
might be able to supply the same in­ 
formation. 
Most of the committee’s 21 Democrats 
believe that except for Colson the 
testimony of all the other witnesses the 
Republicans want to call already has 
been given in other court and com­ 
mittee proceedings. 
In rejecting the committee’s fourth 
subpoena, Nixon also rejected its 
contention that the power of im­ 
peachment overrode any claim he 
could make to executive privilege. 


“ I cannot accept such a doctrine,” 
Nixon said in a letter to Rodino. “ No 
President could accept such a doc­ 
trine, which has never before been 
seriously asserted.” 
Nixon also said the committee would 
not be able to conclude from his refusal 
to comply with the subpoenas that he 
was 
withholding 
incriminating 
evidence—an inference the committee 
has said it is prepared to draw. 
“ A claim of privilege which is valid 
under the doctrine of separation of 
powers and is designed to protect the 
principle of separation of powers must 
be accepted without adverse in­ 
ference, or else the privilege itself is 
undermined and the separation of 
powers nullified,” Nixon said. 
The committee, which sent Nixon a 
letter after each previous refusal to 


comply with a subpoena, may not do 
anything this time, Rodino said: “ The 
committee’s position is clear.” 
Rodino may call a business meeting of 
the committee for Thursday or Friday. 
But instead of taking up the question of 
witnesses, he said he would consider a 
request by special counsel John Doar 
for a new subpoena seeking tapes and 
other material dealing with the set­ 
tlement of antitrust litigation against 
International Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. and a rise in the milk support 
price ordered by Nixon in 1971. The 
committee asked for the material a 
month ago.

War II lasted only three months. 
President Giov anni Iieone ask ed 
Ru mor and his cabinet to continu e in 
office as a caretak er reg ime u ntil a 
new g ov ernment is formed. The p resi­ 
dent was ex p ected to start con­ 
su ltations with p olitical leaders today 
in search of a new p remier. 
The g ov ernment fell at Italy ’s dark est 
hou r in its 28 y ears as a rep u blic. 
Inflation is soaring at the rate of 20 p er 
cent a y ear. The g ov ernment’s foreig n 
credit is ex hau sted. The lira has 
drop p ed 18 p er cent in a y ear. The 
foreig n trade deficit is more than a 
billion dollars a month. Crime is u p , 
and p olitical terrorism is p lag u ing the 
cou ntry . 
“Italy is deep ly sick ,” said Transp ort 
Minister Lu ig i Preti, a Democratic 
Socialist. “It is clear that this is the 
most seriou s of the g ov ernment crises 
since the war.” 
With no p arty hav ing a majority in 
Parliament and no majority p ossible 
withou t the p articip ation of the 
Christian Democrats, the larg est and 
dominant p arty , Leone has few op ­ 
tions.

Italy Thrown 
Into Crisis 
ROME (AP) — The resignation of 
Premier Mariano Rumor plunged 
Italy into a political vacuum today, 
compounding the nation’s worst 
economic crisis since World War II. 
Rumor quit Monday night after the 
Socialist party, the No. 2 faction in his 
coalition government, and the trade 
unions refused to go along with his 
proposals for an austerity program of 
tight credit and higher taxes to stave 
off national bankruptcy. It was the 
second center-left coalition headed by 
Rumor to collapse in ll months. 
Italy’s 36th government since World 
War II lasted only three months. 
President Giovanni Leone asked 
Rumor and his cabinet to continue in 
office as a caretaker regime until a 
new government is formed. The presi­ 
dent was expected to start con­ 
sultations with political leaders today 
in search of a new premier. 
The government fell at Italy’s darkest 
hour in its 28 years as a republic. 
Inflation is soaring at the rate of 20 per 
cent a year. The government’s foreign 
credit is exhausted. The lira has 
dropped 18 per cent in a year. The 
foreign trade deficit is more than a 
billion dollars a month. Crime is up, 
and political terrorism is plaguing the 
country. 
“Italy is deeply sick,” said Transport 
Minister Luigi Preti, a Democratic 
Socialist. “It is clear that this is the 
most serious of the government crises 
since the war.” 
With no party having a majority in 
Parliament and no majority possible 
without the participation of the 
Christian Democrats, the largest and 
dominant party, Leone has few op­ 
tions. 
He could ask Rumor or another 
Christian Democrat to try to form 
another coalition with the Socialists. 
Or he could call for new elections, a 
prospect that doesn’t appeal to the 
Christian Democrats because of the 
beating they took in last month’s 
referendum on divorce. 
Boy Scouts Have 
Own W atergate 


CHICAGO (AP) — The Boy Scouts of 
America faces charges by some paid 
staff members that it padded mem­ 
bership rolls and possibly cheated to 
gain additional federal money. 
“If we were in the business of covering 
it up, it could be the Watergate of the 
Boy Scouts,” responds Alden G. 
Barber, chief executive of the Boy 
Scouts. 
“Some of our people cheat— quite 
frankly” on membership rolls, Barber 
added. “While we always felt that 
scouting should expand and grow, we 
never condoned or encouraged less 
than ethical practices or conduct.” 
But Barber said Monday he hadn’t 
heard of possible cheating to gain 
federal funds until a two-part series 
that began Sunday in the Chicago 
Tribune.

The program, designed to push total 
Scout membership to six million, is 
nearly two years behind schedule. 
Barber said some staff members 
apparently created fictitious members 
and troops to reach membership 
quotas. 
He said the organization has known 
about the abuses since August and that 
national Boy Scout headquarters in 
North Brunswick, N.J., has in­ 
vestigated IO local councils. He said 
disciplinary actions are expected 
shortly in three cities. He declined to 
name them. 
Barber said the number of phantom 
scouts isn’t known but that the 
cheating seems confined mainly to the 
professional organization. 
The Tribune said additional federal 
money was obtained through the 
padding procedures. 
The Tribune reported that some staff 
members said difficulties seem par­ 
ticularly critical in Chicago, home of 
the Boy Scouts’ largest council. Some 
Scout excutives estimated that only 
about 25 to 50 per cent of the city’s 
87,000 registered Scouts actually exist.

Are Snakes Dangerous 


Elemental horror felt for 
snakes is 
great, 
but 
even 
poisonous snakes kill very few 
people 
in 
Am erica. 
An 
average of 50 Americans a 
year are killed by snakes, 
scorpions, 
black 
widow 
spiders, gila 
monsters 
and 
other poisonous creatures. 
But in some parts of the 
world death from snakebite is 
a terrible hazard. The worst 
area of all, the World Health 
Organization 
reports, 
is 
probably in the Irrawaddy and 
Chindwyn Valleys of Burma, 
where the rate is reported to 
be 30 to 35 deaths a year per 
100 ,000. 
America, outside of zoos, 
has only four snakes that are 
poisonous - the rattlesnake, 
the copperhead,. the 
water 
mocassin and the coral snake. 
None is among the world’s 


most 
lethal 
snakes, 
which 
include the tiger snake, cer­ 
tain kraits and vipers, the fer- 
de-lance, the mamba and the 
hushmaster. 
If 
one of 
fhe 
American 
quartet 
strikes, 
the 
bitten 
individual 
will 
probably 
recover with prompt treat­ 
ment In general, these snakes 
are 
not 
particularly 
aggressive compared to the 
snakes of other continents. 
Fear of snakes is easy to 
understand when it is realized 
how incredibly poisonous their 
venom is. One and one-half 
milligrams of the venom of the 
blue krait, injected in the 
veins, is enought to kill a man 
of average size. A single drop 
would be enough to kill more 
than 40 men. One drop of the 
venom of an American coral 
snake would be enough to kill a 


dozen men. 
Both these killers, however, 
have very short fangs, not 
more than one-tenth if an inch 
long, and the average dose 
they inject is minute. 


The 
Western 
diamond 
rattlesnake has x poison that is 
far less deadly; the fatal dose 
is more than two drops. But his 
fangs are about half an inch 
long, and if he strikes he will 
probably inject three or four 
drops of venom. That's more 
than enough to kill—provided 
it all goes into the veins in­ 
stead of being partly stopped 
by clothing or removed by 
first-aid 
measures, 
and 
provided anti toxin isn't given 
in time. 


But in terms of snakebite 
danger, the United States is a 
fairly safe country to live in.

SALT LAKE CITY (A P) - Mention 
“ white-collar crime” and you’re apt to 
evoke images of mild-mannered bank 
clerks skimming a few hundred dollars 
or office workers swiping company 
supplies. 
But state and federal officials have 
uncovered in Utah what they say is 
white-collar crime running into 
millions of dollars, and they’re filing 
charges in an attempt to halt it. 
At a time when 14 individuals and 
three companies were indicted, 
federal officials said the crackdown 
was just beginning. 
“ When all criminal cases are finally 
completed, the Internal Revenue 
Service expects to have presented 
cases to the Department of Justice and 
the U.S. 
attorneys’ 
offices 
for 
prosecution in excess of 60 individuals 
on various federal tax violations,” said 
C. Evan Wride, acting district director 
of the IRS in Utah. 
The IRS attack on white-collar crime 
in Utah is being made by a special 
team of investigators operating under 
the title of “ Project Shell.” The name 
is derived from so-called shell cor- 
The y 'll Do It Ev e ry Time 
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porations — publicly held, dormant 
companies with no assets or liabilities. 
Of 63,000 corporations listed by the 
secretary of state, roughly half are 
shells, an assistant secretary of state 
says. Promoters buy control of the 
dormant companies, sell their stock 
and make off with the money. 
Wride says one group acquired a 
company whose stock was worthless in 
late 1968, pumped questionable assets 
into it and managed to sell the stock for 
$13 a share. 
W. Jerry Ungricht, assistant Utah 
attorney general, was hired nearly 
three years ago 
to investigate 
securities problems. 
He says the state attorney general’s 
investigation into securities frauds 
“ mushroomed to the point where we 
felt we needed federal assistance.” 
The 
federal 
Law 
Enforcement 
Planning Agency this month approved 
nearly $100,000 for a “ Economic Crime 
Unit” to help the state. 
Ungricht admits the state has been lax 
until recent years in policing securities 
transactions. He said the Uniform 
Securities Act, adopted in the early 
1960s, is mainstay of state prosecutors. 
“ There was practically no prosecution 
up until now. County attorneys just 
weren’t equipped to deal with it. It’s 
very complicated and they didn’t have 
the staffs to turn loose for several 
months of investigation on a single 
case,” he said. 
Agents estimate stolen stocks in the 
area 
run 
into 
the 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars and phony stocks 
into the millions of dollars. 
Charles D. Brennan, agent-incharge 
of the Salt I^ake City F B I office, said 
individuals are losing $5,900 to $50,000 
in stock swindles. 
He said fraudulent stock issued on 
Utah-based companies is turning up all 
over the country and in foreign 
countries.

WASHINGTON (A PI - Three trade 
organizations representing U.S. and 
Chinese fireworks manufacturers said 
today they will seek a delay in the 
proposed federal ban on firecrackers 
now due to go into effect June 17.

and Oklahoma Pyrotechnic Associ­ 
ation. 
McAlpin said the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission will be 
petitioned later this week to stay its 
proposed regulations for 30 days, 
allowing the sale of all fireworks and 
firecrackers through the 4th of July, 
and to hold a public hearing.

That charts the whole Social 
Security system on a collision course 
with disaster unless some major 
revisions are introduced into the 
funding process. 
The Social Security system could 


also stand some revisions in other 
areas as well. For years, I have been 
trying to eliminate some of the offset 
provisions which but benefits because 
the recipient receives som other type 
of pension or retirement income. This 
has particularly affected those on 
veterans pensions in recent years, and 
it should be corrected. In addition, the 
earnings limitation is unrealistically 
low, depriving many able and willing 
senior citizens of hard earned benefits 
simply because they want to continue 
being productive and useful members 
of the work force. 
Inequities also exist in the way 


payroll taxes are levied, hitting the 
poorest ad least able to pay the most. 
It is also a fact that Social Security 
pays different benefits to people who 
have paid the same tax and, in some 
cases, no benefits to others who have 
paid thousands of dollars. 
Social Security has been with us for 


over 40 years. Things have changed 
during that time and even the least 
gruesome statistics on its funding 
system provide convincing evidence 
that reforms are definitely needed. 
Although 
the 
Social 
Security 


Administration says predicted trust 
fund deficits will 
not 
affect the 


program’s financing until 19 80, it is not 
too early for Congress to begin in­ 
vestigating ways to correct this 
dangerous problem. Tax measures 
such as Social Security are generally 
incredibly complex and often highly 
controversial. They also take a con­ 
siderable amount of time to formulate 
the most equitable and effective ones. 
Our Social Security program has 
served us well, but changes must be 
made to keep it going.

Court Nixes 
Ohio Man's

WASHINGTON (A P)—An Ohio man’s 
argument that all defendants in 
criminal cases are entitled to free, 
court-appointed lawyers was rejected 
Monday by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Freddie L. Wells, arrested in Berea,

particularly the middle class. 
He contended that the government 
and the courts cannot constitutionally 
set the poor apart as eligible for free 
counsel if all citizens are to be pro­ 
tected equally before the law. 
Berea City I,aw Director H. E. 
Whitaker said appointing counsel for 
all defendants who seek it would 
render state and local government 
“ insolvent within a very short time.” 
“ Treating all Americans exactly alike 
is not synonymous with guaranteeing 
constitutional rights to be enjoyed by 
all in a uniform application of each,” 
Whitaker argued.

The other states with smaller average 
daily supplies are Hawaii, Indiana, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and New 
York. 
For Ohio, the daily supply for June 
puts it just above the national average 
of 94.8 per cent of 1972 levels. The 
nationwide gasoline supply for June is 
4.3 per cent higher than for May. 
Albino Toad 
Discovered 


WARREN, Mich. (A P) — Research 
scientists at the University 
of 
Michigan Amphibian Facility are 
excited by a backyard find—Charlie 
the albino toad. 


Charlie, who has transparent skin, 
was found last week by 4-year-old Joey 
Strain in a backyard near his home. 
The Amphibian Facility wants to 
study the rare animal and breed it for 
research. 


Albino toads or frogs are “ a one in a 
million” occurrence, said a facility 
scientist. 
Dr. George W. Nace, a zoology 
professor, says the transparent skin on 
albino frogs and toads makes it 
possible to observe their bodily func­ 
tions. 


“ Frogs have many features like those 
of man,” he said. “ We study them to 
try to learn how the genes control the 
development process.” 
At first Joey was reluctant to part with 
his pet, his mother said. But now he 
approves. 


William Koza, Joey’s stepfather, says 
he’ll probably drive Joey and Charlie 
the toad to the facility at Ann Arbor 
next week.

Natural Gas 
Rule Invalidated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A con- 
troversial Federal Power Commission 
exempting small producers of natural 
gas from direct regulation was in­ 
validated on technical grounds today 
by the Supreme Court. 
The court disagreed, however, with a 
ruling of the U.S. Circuit Court in New 
Orleans that the commission lacked 
the power to adopt such a method of 
regulation for the small producers. 
By an 8 to 0 vote, the Supreme Court 
held that the commission’s order in the 
case had been ambiguous and sent the 
matter back to the commission for 
further proceedings. 


RIO DE JAN EIRO , Brazil (AP) - 
Rep. Wayne L. Hays, D-Ohio, has 
come under sustained fire from 
Brazilian newspapers and officials for 
questioning the worth of the Brazilian 
expeditionary force in World War II. 
Hays asserted at House Foreign 
Relations committee hearings on 
military aid to I^atin America that 
Brazilian troops never got within 500 
miles of the front. 
The congressman’s statement was 
published here Friday, and since then 
angry retorts from veterans have 
made daily headlines. 
Sen. Paulo Torres termed Hays’ 
statement “ ridiculous.” 
An army ministry spokesman said the 
congressman’s “ ridiculous remarks 
do not deserve a reply.” 
The National Council of Former 
Combatants of Brazil said it would 
make no formal protest to U.S. 
authorities. 
“ Happily, what that congressman 
said does not represent the thinking of 
the American people,” said retired 
Gen. Plino Pitaluga, president of the 
Council. “ The U.S. secretary of de­ 
fense knows our history, and that is 
what is important.” 
At the same House hearings, Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger termed 
Brazil one of America’s most faithful 
allies in the Italian campaign.

year, he’s a really good player. He’s a 
real competitor. He wants to beat your 
brains out for IO cents.” 
Miller added: “ And there’s (Tom) 


Weiskopf, too. In just the last year he’s 
become a great player. 
“ I disagree with Tom, though. He said 
he thinks the golf courses are being set 
up too easy and that’s why we’re 
getting all these real low scores.... 
“ I think we’re getting all these real 
low scores because there are just so 
many good players out here now. Boy, 
you make one mistake and a whole 
bunch of guys just go flying right by 
you, just whoosh. It happens all the

Miller and Green, of course, have been 
the dominant figures on the tour this 
year.

I was glad to see Tom 
(Weiskopf) come along like he did last 
year. “ I was glad when Lee (Trevino) 
came along. I’m glad to see Johnny 
and I.anny and Hubert and the other 
young players developing. 
“ They provide competition.” Which, 
Nicklaus says, is “ what this game is 
all about.

Aaron, 40, who became the all-time 
home run king early in the season by 
hitting his 715th, got 82,121 votes to 
lead the league.

NHL Speeds Up 
Hockey Games 


MONTREAL (AP) — The 
National Hockey League 
passed sweeping changes 
Monday to speed up its 
hockey games, then put the 
theory into practice at the 
intraleague draft. 
It took just 25 minutes for the 
16 teams to conduct the draft, 
but the Buffalo Sabres’ mis­ 
chievous General Manager 
Punch Imlach found time to 
disrupt 
the 
activity 
by 
drafting a player who had 
been taken earlier in the 
proceedings. 
The California Seals opened 
the 
draft 
by 
selecting 
defenseman Jim Neilson 
from the New York Rangers. 
The Rangers, with the option 
of taking compensation rn 
cash or player personnel 
from the Seals, selected big 
forward Walt McKechnie. 
The deal had been reported 
coming last week. McKechnie 
would go to the Rangers, then 
be traded by New York to the 
Boston Bruins for center 
Derek Sanderson. 
The surprise came when Im­ 
lach selected McKechnie. His 
claim was disallowed by NHL 
President Clarence Camp­ 
bell. 
“ I was looking for the best 
hockey player available,” 
said Imlach. “ McKechnie 
was the best player available 
at the time.” 
Imlach was upset because 
since 
the 
Hangers 
had 
already 
lost 
Neilson, 
M c K e c h n i e 
wo ul d 
automatically be protected in 
the NHL’s expansion draft 
Wednesday. In effect, the 
Rangers would then be 
protecting 
19 
players—one 
over the limit. 
Otherwise, there wasn’t 
much action. The New York 
Islanders selected 
Dave 
Fortier from the Stanley Cup 
champion 
Philadelphia 
Flyers, 
the 
Vancover 
Canucks took Jim Wiley from 
the Pittsburgh Penguins, the 
St. Louis Blues drafted Brian 
Ogilvie from the Chicago 
Black Hawks and the Detroit 
Red Wings drafted Ron 
Busniuk from the Buffalo 
Sabres. 
All the other clubs passed 
their choices. 
Changes were made to stiffen 
penalty times for various in­ 
fractions, and in goalie equip­ 
ment 
repairs 
and 
sub­ 
stitutions. 
Linesmen will be instructed 
to drop the pucks for faceoffs 
even if one center—after 
prior warning—is not suitably 
prepared for the faceoff.
